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The annual sale of the Iowa Aberdeen- 
Breeders Association was held at 
Des Moines, Iowa, on Tuesday, March 13th, 
at which time twenty bulls and seventeen 
females were sold to the highest bidder. 
The cattle for the most part were sold in 
very plain fit and for that reason proved 
less attractive to buyers who were looking 
for herd bull prospects and foundation fe- 


ager 


males, resulting in prices just a little dis- 
appointing. : ' 

The Robinson Brothers of Masonville, 
Iowa, topped the sale when their fifteen 
months old bull, Glenside Marshall 473579, 
sold to the A. V. Whitlach Est., at Russell, 
Iowa, at $170.00. The second high price of 
the sale was found in the Brown bull offer- 
ing when Evening Marshall B. 463906 was 
sold to M. E. Schultz, of Stuart, Iowa, at 
$130.00. The Browns also had the next 
high price when their heifer Miss Burgess 
B. 2d 463329 sold to E. T. Davis, of Iowa 
City, at $125.00 which proved to be the top 
for females. 

The top five head made an average of 
$128.00 and the top ten averaged $114.00, 
which after all was not as bad as the gen- 
era! average might indicate. Col. Cooper 
and Jack Halsey did the selling. 

At the annual meeting of the Iowa Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Breeders Association held at 
the Savery Hotel on the evening of March 
12th more life was evidenced than has been 
in sight amongst these men for many years. 
The thirty-five men who attended the 
luncheon together with a group who arrived 
too late for that function put their heads 
together and started thinking in terms of 
promotional work that will mean much for 
the advancement for the breed not alone in 
lowa but in general throughout the country. 

Several promotional projects were 
brought before the meeting and set into 
action, One was a proposal to present the 
boy or girl showing the champion Aberdeen- 
igus steer in the junior show at Iowa 
State Fair in 1934 with a fine Aberdeen- 
Angus heifer in lieu of the cash premiums 
that have heretofore been granted. This 
Project will be carried out and a suitable 
presentation program arranged later in the 
season. 

In connection with the showing of the 
ub heifers at Iowa State Fair it is pro- 
posed to make the showing at the same 
~ as the regular breeding classes and 
th ave the regular breeding class judge do 
€ placing. The idea being to bring these 
youngsters under the same environment 
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as their elders and to bring their cattle in- 
to more direct comparison with the breed- 
ing cattle being shown, thus offording the 
boys and girls a better opportunity to see 
for themselves just what the requiremets 
are. 

A committee of three was appointed, con- 
sisting of President Wayland Hopley, Fred 
Hahne and C. Fred Morgan, who has re- 
cently established a fine herd near Des 
Moines, to draft resolutions to be presented 
to the Iowa State Fair Board asking an 
equal division of funds between the three 
major beef breeds. The committee met and 
prepared the resolutions and in person ap- 
peared before the fair board on the follow- 
ing Friday. The committee and the reso- 
lutions were well received and favorably 
considered. 

The Recommendation: 

To the Board of Directors, Iowa State 
Fair Association, Des Moines, Iowa: 
Gentlemen: 

The members of the Iowa Aberdeen-An- 
gus Breeders Association in their Annual 
Meeting March 12, 1934, assembled at the 
Savery Hotel, Des Moines, Iowa, submit 
the following request: 

That in making your distribution of prem- 
ium money for the Iowa State Fair in 1934, 
you place all beef cattle on a parity. 

We feel that our justification in making 
this request is evinced by the following 
facts: 

First: The splendid exhibits of Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders have for many years 
been one of the outstanding attractions of 
the State Fair and have no doubt been in- 
strumental in increasing the gate receipts 
in a noticeable amount. 

Second: The greater portion of the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus exhibits have been and will 
continue to be provided by Iowa breeders. 

Third: Other states have already placed 
the Aberdeen-Angus cattle on a parity with 
other beef breeds while Iowa has not, al- 
though Iowa leads all other states in the 
breeding of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

Fourth: The Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
are on a parity with the breeders of other 
cattle insofar as contributing to the Iowa 
State tax fund is concerned, and also as to 
exhibitors expenses, therefore, feel that we 
should not be discriminated against when 
appropriations are made for the advance- 
ment of the cause of ail breeds. 

Fifth: We do not feel that the distribu- 
tion of appropriations should be in any way 
influenced by the financial ability of any 


certain Breeder’s Association to make ap- 
propriations for the advancement of its 
own cause. We are only asking for equal- 
ity to all and favoritism to none. 
lowa is the greatest agricultural State 
and the Iowa State Fair is the greatest 
agricultural fair in the Union. Iowa leads 
all other States in the breeding of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle; and we appeal to you, 
the Board of Directors of this great Fair, 
that in making your 1934 appropriations for 
premium money, you place Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle on a parity with other beef breeds 
where it justly belongs.

The location of every member 
will be indicated on this map. The idea 
being to show the world “Where we are at.” 

This map service will be free with each 
paid membership. This is once that your 
Iowa Association proposes to really give 
you something for your money. A map thus 
arranged will be mighty handy when folks 
want to drive out and visit herds about the 
state.

Manager Hugh McWhorter had charge of 
the ring and Col. W. H. Cooper presided in 
the box.

While it 
was draggy—the buyers determined to steal 
the cattle if they could and the Colonel on 
the other hand determined that they should 
not get away with it except against his 
will—there was not a dull moment and the 
crowd that packed the seats long before the 
sale opened remained right in their places 
until the whole thing was over.

A few of the big breeders can 
show and use five show bulls but I don’t 
see any real sense in the average show 
herd having to haul five bulls around.

Dear Mr. Hahne: 
Your racy editor’s article under the head- 
ing “Classification Changes” was read with 


nvuch interest and I’m taking advantage of 
your invitation to also sit in on this public 
discussion, in your opinion the age limit 
pars should be litted. 1l’m sorry, but L 
can’t agree with you. 

All or us, breeding exhibitors and 4-H 
Ciub boys alike, are now trying harder 
than ever to raise a pertectly made animal 
betore maturity because if it’s tiue that 
like produces like, we can maybe breed 
nese pertectly made animals into our 
steers. ‘lhe profitable weight limit on a 
steer is now under 1350 lbs. and steers are 
the base and excuse for our existence as 
breeders. We are not catering to a quicker 
maturity just because we put the emphasis 
ot pertection on younger cattle. (Are you 
trying to tell us the Grand Champion, Briar- 
clif Model, or the other model, the reserve 
champion trom Oklahoma, were mature or 
that if they had been bulls they wouldn’t 
have made sufficiently large animals in 
time?) 

We need growth and must have rapid 
growth but it’s got to be the right kind of 
growth. It mustn’t be the gawky, long leg- 
ged, or ill shaped yearling that smoothens 
out and matures as a five-year-old into a 
big smooth animal. We want the yearlings 
like Briarclitf Model to be near perfect. 
‘there can’t possibly be any danger in re- 
ducing the stamina in emphasizing younger 
cattle. They’ll possibly grow more stamina. 

‘the next paragraph of your article talks 
about another bugaboo. It happens to be a 
real one—the bugaboo of showing barren 
temales (and don’t limit this to cows, there 
are plenty of two-year-old heifers too). 
you say why permit the fear of this vio- 
lation to destroy something that means 
much to our breed. Well, Fred, if you had 
got beat as many times as I have with bar- 
ren females you might change your tune, 
and if the breed or the Association ever 
gets it’s money’s worth from allowing these 
barren sisters to show, I’d be for them, but 
they haven’t. It isn’t so bad when they 
are down the line, but when they win, it 
just destroys the ought to be history of the 
breed. The old lady can’t hand down her 
crown to her progeny, but she’s a dog in 
the manger and won’t let the other one get 
it either. 

A few years ago Professor Kildee had the 
nerve to but a young Briarcliff female 
Grand Champion. I don’t know what this 
young grand champion is doing, but chances 
are she is in a fair way to reproduce an- 
other Grand Champion. Professor was 
much criticized at the time, but I thought 
he should have been given the ribbon and 
not the heifer for his nerve. 

The way things are in the show ring now, 
the judges demand a heavy covering of fat, 
and if you win you have to get them fat— 
a whole lot more than is good for the ani- 
mal. Females can only stand so much fat, 
depending on the animal, and have any 
luck raising calves. 

It’s funny, but this again is quite con- 
trary to the teaching of the International. 
They bring Walter Biggar over year after 
year to judge our steers and did you ever 
watch him cut down on too much fat cov- 
ering? He has to feel the muscle under the 
hide and the careass has to be edible be- 
fore he puts.it up. I wonder what he would 
do in some of our breeding classes. They 
carry so much more useless fat often than 
the steers that he’d probably be “lost 
awhile.” 

Showing these older females is mostly a 
wuste of what might be good breeding cat- 
tle, a waste of feed and of time and of the 
Association’s money. If the premium mon- 
ey were increased on younger cattle and 
steers and taken off the older classes, the 
money would never be wasted and the ex-

ith regard to the proposed ch 5 j 
the show classification, my personal opin 
ion is that we would be about as well otf io 
let our present classitications stand. jt is 
contusing and inconvenient for exhibitors to 
have the classifications continually being 
changed as they have been the past severai 
years, sometimes without sufficient notice 
vo exhibitors to enable them to properly zill 
all the classes. If there are any changes 
to be made, however, I would suggest ihe 
rollowing: 

Advance both senior and summer calves 
to the senior yearling class the following 
year instead of having the summer calves 
advanced to the two year old class as pro- 
vided in our present classifications. 

Then I think it might be well to divide 
the two year old class into senior and junior 
two year olds, promoting the senior year- 
lings to the senior two year old class the 
following year, and the junior yearlings io 
the junior two year old class. It seems to 
me that such an arrangement might result 
in a more equitable division of ages—that 
is, that animals of nearer the same ages 
would be competing against each other than 
as the case at present. : 

‘there seems to be quite a division of opin- 
.on with regard to the value of the iive 
bull group. tL know that a great many 
herdsmen object to it on the grounds that 
it is difficult to get such a large group into 
the ring for lack of help and I agree more 
or less with their argument which, of course 
is not of enough importance in itself to 
warrant the discontinuance of this class. 
3ut there are other objections. Some ex- 
hibitors mantain that it discriminates 
against the small exhibitor who is not as 
well prepared to produce five good bulls as 
the exhibitor who has a larger herd to draw 
from and perhaps more resources to rely 
upon. It has been my experience that it Js 
quite difficult for any exhibitor to put five 
real creditable bulls together in one group 
and if the groups are not creditable they, 
of course, do not reflect any glory upon the 
exhibitors or upon the breed either for that 
matter. On the other hand it seems to me 
that this class is of considerable importance 
in the encouragement of the production an 
exhibition of a better class of bulls and Iam 
not so sure but that this one consideration 
alone outweighs all the objections to the 
class which might be put forward. Person- 
ally, I should like to see the class contin- 
ued for a year or so at least, as it is really 
in more or less of an experimental stage 
at present. :

Every exhibitor of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
‘. interested in constructive changes for 
the advancement of the breed, as a whole. 

The consensus of opinion a few years ago 
was to the effect that the breed’s job was 
to breed better bulls thus to improve on 
the bull end of our herds. The breeders of 
‘Aberdeen-Angus pride themselves on the 
uniformity of the breed, hence we must 
keep stressing the bull end. To bring about 
the desired improvement in bulls, more 
classes, especially group classes of bulls, 
were included in the classification. | 

To the interested public, observing the 
shows East and West, North and South, 
it appears that the group of five bull class- 
es is the most impressive show made by the 
preed. The eight groups of five bulls, 40 
head, at the 1933 International could not 
help but leave a lasting impression on an 
interested public. aa 

Surely, it is a matter of inspiration on 
the part of breeders to produce as many 
ood bulls as possible and while an admit- 
ted fact that it is more difficult to produce 


changes in th 


five uniformly good bulls than it is to pro- 
duce three, two, or one outstanding bull, 
yet every showman who attempts to put out 
a full exhibition has five bulls in his string 
that can be shown in the five bull group. 

My own personal feeling toward the elim- 
ination of the five bull group is that it 
would be a backward step in a time when 
the breed’s advancement is uppermost. 

If it is found necessary, in order that a 
class for pairs of females or produce of 
dam to be included, to eliminate some par- 
ticular class, it would appear that the least 
effective class that now exists would be the 
aged herd or pair of yearlings or pair of 
calves, or junior heifer calves. Certainly, 
considering the difficulty that owners of 
herds of smaller numbers encounter in mak- 
ing up their show herds, it is just as diffi- 
cult or even more so to make up a high 
class aged herd than it is a group of five 
bulls. 

Again consulting my personal feelings 
leading toward an ideal classification I 
would be inclined toward keeping as many 
classes for single bulls and groups of bulls 
as possible, keep an age limit on bulls and 
eliminate the aged cow and two year old 
heifer classes and put in the class for pair 
of females any age, bred by exhibitor or 
preferably a class for produce of cow, two 
animals any sex or age, bred by exhibitor, 
in order that the influence of the good pro- 
ducing cow will be recognized. Very truly 
yours, Wm.

“Qn Monday February 5th, we had the 
privilege and pleasure of having as our 
visitors for a few short hours, Mr. & Mrs.

“It was a regretable fact that we had ac- 
cess to such men of ability and worth to the 
breed for so short a time. When there is 
so much to learn from association with men 
that are breeders and not just producers of 
cattle, it is like a drowning man grasping at 
twigs as the log floats by.

“Here at PINELAND we are endeavor- 
ing in a small way, to convince ourselves, 
it will not only be profitable to us but 
worthwhile to our neighbors to show them 
there is a life-saver from this flood of cot- 
ton.

“There has never been a doubt in our 
minds but what the South, and this particu- 
lar section, if you please, is as well adapted 
to the production of live stock, particularly 
cattle, as any section of the country any- 
where. But, when your neighbors are ne- 
groes with virtually no ambitions or ideals 
other than their immediate needs of life 
and sustenance; and your scattering white 
neighbors have been ‘born and raised’ in a 
cotton field and have little or no desire 
for anything else there isn’t much enthusi- 
asm for trying to tell them anything and 
whether it would ever be worthwhile to try 
to show them anything remains to be seen. 
Our bull calf bred at Wayland Hopley farms 
and purchased from Andelot has a big job 

ead of him. We have confidence in him 


and the men back of him and know he is 
going to mean more and more to us as 
time goes on:

Thanks, Mr. Sanders. 

Allow me to congratulate you upon the 
March issue of the JOURNAL. If you will 
permit a suggestion from an editor of some- 
what extended experience. I beg to ex- 
press the opinion that the admirable pre- 
sentation you have given as to the rising 
Aberdeen-Angus power in Maryland could 
be followed by similar treatment of the 
business of black cattle breeding in many 
other states with profit to your paper as 
well as to the industry it represents. 

_The Maryland stories were of very spe- 
cial interest to me, because I am personally 
quite familiar with many of the scenes de- 
scribed. Some years ago I had occasion to 
spend a few weeks every year in that de- 
lectable region lying between the Patuxent 
and the Potomac rivers—an area almost 
untouched by present-day business and com- 
mercial activities. St. Mary’s City, the an- 
cient capital, situated upon a noble estuary 
1s one of the most fascinating places on the 
entire Atlantic seaboard. Some day I want 
to write a story about it. 

This southern Maryland country has been 
tobaccoed almost to the point of soil des- 
truction. It will be a blessing if the bene- 
ficient influence of animal husbandry can 
be brought to bear on more of those historic 
farms. I know “Cremona”, the old Thomas 
place near Millstone Landing which you say 
has been bought by Major Davidson and a 
herd of doddies started on its level acres. 
I have been in the old brick mansion house 
built in 1820, and would like to revisit the 
estate now that good cattle graze its pas- 
tures. 

Alan MacGregor tells me that he has 
been delighted with what the herd at An- 
delot on the Eastern shore has done. The 
cost of carrying cattle through the winter 
months in that climate is far below the ex- 
pense necessary for food and shelter in the 
North, and the result of his work down 
there, aided and abetted as he has been by 
such men as Kenneth Clark, is bearing fine 
fruit in the form of many newly established 
herds. These should help to bring a new 
prosperity to one of the most beautiful and 
one of the most interesting agricultural 
areas in the United States. More power to 
all those who are spreading the gospel of 
the Aberdeen-Angus faith throughout 
Maryland and “Ole Virginny.”—Alvin H.

1934 Nebraska Feeders Day. 

The 22nd Annual Nebraska Feeders Day 
will be held at the College of Agriculture, 
Lincoln, Friday, April 20. Experimental 
live stock fed during the winter will be on 
display. Results of tests with six lots of 
steer calves wintered on corn silage and 
Atlas sorgo silage will be of unusual in- 
terest. There are three comparisons in this 
series. A lot receiving each kind of silage 
and alfalfa hay has been fed; another pair 
has received cottonseed cake; and a third 
pair has been fed cottonseed cake plus one- 
tenth pound of ground limestone as a sup- 
plement. In addition, one lot of heifer calv- 
es and one of yearling steers have been 
wintered upon corn silage supplemented 
with alfalfa hay. 

Five lots of yearlings past have been on 
full feed. These include four lots of Here- 
ford steers fed on shelled corn, ground shel- 
led corn, ground ear corn, and ground snap- 
ped corn respectively with alfalfa hay as a 
supplement likewise, one pen of yearling 
Shorthorn steers fed on ground shelled corn. 
These cattle will prove to be of consider- 
able interest to the live stock feeders of 
Nebraska, as the tests in which they have 
been used are of practical significance to 
the industry. While no Aberdeen-Angus 
have been used in this year’s experiment 
we would be delighted to see some good 
Nebraska Doddies included in the 1934 
tests. 

Results of the current season’s hog feed- 
ing and lamb feeding trials will likewise be 
presented. 

As usual a fine program is being prepar- 
ed. Speakers from out of state as well as 
practical Nebraska feeders and college men 
will compose the program, which is sched- 
uled to start promptly at 9:15 A. M.
